ORDER 

Whereas the Legislative Assembly of the Union territory of Pondicherry has been dissolved by an Order made on the 12th Novem¬ 
ber. 1978, under section 51 of the Government of Union Territories Act, 1963 (20 of 1963) ; 

And Whereas the Demands for Grants of that Union territory for the year 1979-80 had been presented to Parliament and a vote on 
account had been obtained for incurring expenditure for a part of that financial year ; 

And Whereas the House of the People is not in session and it is necessary to authorise further expenditure from the Consolida¬ 
ted Fund of that Union territory pending the sanction of such expenditure by Parliament ; 

Now, therefore, in pursuance of section 52 of the Government of Union Territories Act, 1963 (20 of 1963), I, Noelam Sanjiva Redd)', 
President of India, hereby authorise that, pending the sanction by Parliament, expenditure of sums not exceeding those specified in column 
(3) of the Schedule hereto annexed and amounting in the aggregate to the sum of twelve crores, fifty-six lakhs and fourteen thousand 
repces may bo incurred from and out of the Consolidated Fund of the Union territory of Pondichrerry towards defraying the several charge 
during a part of the current financial year upto and inclusive of the month of January, 1980, in respect of the services and purposes speci¬ 
fied in column (2) of the said Schedule.
